At the regular weekly m eeting <o f 
the city co uncil last ev ening, no tice 
o f the pro po sed disco ntinuance o f 
serv ice by the Sterling, Dix o n 
A East 
era Electric railway In this city , Ster* 
ling and the lnterurban line co nnect* 
ing bo th cities w as read. 
The co m 
municatlo n stated that the co mpany 
had o perated a t a lo ss o f $22,8 6 4 .4 6 
during the first six mo nths o f the 
present y ear. It waa also represented 
to the co uncil th at the co mpany desir­ 
ed to remo v e tro lley s and rails o f the 
city lines. 
Co mpany ’s Po sitio n. 
The po sitio n o f the S. D. A E. was 
fully ex plained In the fo llo wing letter 
to the city : 
“ Gentlemen: 
It has been decided 
by the o fficers and directo rs o f the 
Sterling, Dix o n and Eastern Electric 
Railway co mpany to make applicatio n 
to the Illino is Co mmerce co mmissio n 
to disco ntinue the serv ice no w being 
rendered in Sterling and Dix o n and

Lo ss H as Been Heav y . 
“As you are no doub t aware for the 
past sev eral years the loss b y the 
operation of this railway 
has b een 
quite considerab le. 
F or the year end­ 
ing Dec. 31st, 1924, the net railway 
loss from operation 
was 
$25,608.61, 
not including b ond interest in am ount 
of $22,500, which 
if 
added 
to 
the 
operating loss would make a deficit 
oi 
$48,108.61. 
The numb er 
of city 
passengers carried in Sterling for the 
year 1924 was 143,107, on the interur- 
l<an b etween Sterling and Dixon 79,- 
012. and for the city o f Dix o n 116 ,6 16 . 
“ For the six m onths

,70th, 1925, the deficit

“It is understood and agreed should

ing where the rails are remov ed Bhall 
b e replaced a t the company'* expense. 
The company will remov e the trolley 
poles where required
